DOUBT OF VALIDITY

| Writ Against Alleged Oil 
Code Violator. 


By the Associated Press. — 

CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—Federal 
Judge John P. Barnes in a de- 
cisjon today said he had doubts as 
to the constitutionality of the Na- 
tional Recovery Act and added that 
if the act was valid there was no 
limit as to the powers Congress 
might delegate to the President. 

Judge Barnes’ views were includ- 
ed in his decision denying the Gov- 
ernment’s plea for a temporary in- 
junction to restrain an oil com- 
pany from an alleged violation of 
Rule 17 of Article 5 of the petrole- 
um code. It prohibits the giving 
away of premiums with the sale of 
gasoline. 

Judge Barnes held in effect that 
there is no justification under the 
Constitution for such a code. The 
alleged violations in the case before 
him affected only intra-state com- 
merce, he held. 

In his opinion, Judge Barnes re- 

viewed the Minnesota mortgage 
foreclosure case, and the Houston 
E. and W. Railway case, as it re- 
lates to the powers of regulating 
commerce. 
Judge Barnes said that while he 
did not feel justified in declaring 
the Recovery Act invalid, “it seems 
to the Court that Congress, in this 
(NRA) act, has been so indefinite 
in its pronouncement of the legis- 
lative policy that the principle of 
constitutional law which we are 
considering has ceased to have any 
effect in national affairs. 

“If the Congress may constitu- 
tionally delegate power as it has 
delegated it in the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act, it is difficult to 
see why the Congress may not, in 
an act, declare that its policy is to 
provide for the general welfare of

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Al- 
though Prof. Felix Frankfurter of 
Harvard is now. in England lectur- 
ing at Oxford University, his  in- 
fluence- ranks with the highest in 
the Roosevelt Administration. The 
latest legislative proposal to carry 
marks of his political philosophy is 
the stock market regulation _ bill, 
sponsored by Chairman Fietcher of 
the Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee and Chairman Rayburn 
of the House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee. 

The bill, which was introduced 
late yesterday, was virtually writ- 


ten by associates and former stu-/ 


dents of the Harvard law’ school 
professor. 

The stock market bill is a com- 
plement to the Truth in Securities 
Act of 1933, which was also a 
Frankfurter product. President 
Roosevelt praised Congress yester- 
day when he said in his message: 

“This Congress has performed a 
useful service in regulating the in- 
vestment business on the part of 
financial houses and in - protecting 
the investment public in its acqui- 
sition of securities.” 

No Specific Indorsements 

The President's failure, however, 
to give specific indorsement to the 
Fletcher-Rayburn bill has caused 
doubt that the measure will be en- 
acted in its present drastic form. 
Hearings will be started by the 
Senate and House committees next 
week and it is safe to predict that 
a strong drive will be made to sub- 
stitute the so-called King bill, 
which embodies the recommenda- 
tions of the Commerce Department 
Committee, for the strict regulation 
proposed by Fletcher and Rayburn. 

The drafters of the Fietcher- 
Rayburn bill are prepared for this 
move. Among those who helped 
draft the bill are Ferdinand Peco- 
ra, counsel for the Banking and 
Currency Committee in its Wall 
Street investigation; Max Lowen- 
thal, alert Harvard law graduate; 


two others of Frankfurter’s fcrm- 


er students now in Government 
service, and a noted writer on fi- 
nancial subjects. 

The disclosures of the Wall 
Street investigation are one of the 
direct causes of the proposed stock 
market regulation. The practices 
of brokers, of Wall Street opera- 
tors, of corporation officials who 
used their “inside” information for 
their own personal profit, will be 
used by the sponsors of the legis- 
lation in their oppusition to relax- 
ing the proposed drastic regulation 
of the sale of securities. 

Where Fight Will Be. 

The greatest efforts for com- 
promise will not be for major 
changes in the regulations of the 
security exchanges. but rather in 
the proposals to restrict the specu- 
lative activities of corporation offi- 
cials and large stockholders and to 
demand greater publicity for the 


financial condition of corporations 


whose securities are sold to in- 
vestors. 

Perhaps the most far-reaching 
provision in the bill is that all se- 
curities listed on a registered ex- 
change shall be subject to regula- 
tions comparable to those made by 


the Federal Trade Commission for 
the insurance of new securities un- 
der the Triith in Securities Act.

DEATHBED STORY 
OF DR. KENNEDY 


Attempts to Show Surgeon 
Was -in Dying Stupor 
When He Told of Poi- 
- soned Highball. 


CLASH OVER TIME 
OF STATEMENT 


Two Specialists Called by 
Dr. Dean’s Counsel — 
Declaration Quoted by 
Second Brother.

GREENWOOD, Miss., Feb. 10.— 
Defense attorneys for Dr. Sarah 
Ruth Dean, on trial for murder, to- 
day sought to tear down the re- 
puted deathbed accusation of Dr. 
John Preston Kennedy that the 


woman physician poisoned him with 
a whisky highbalil. They contend- 
ed that Kennedy was already in a 
dying stupor and not responsible at 
the time of his declaration. 

Having questioned two State wit- 
nesses on the point without defi- 
nitely establishing its contention, 
defense counsel said tonight they 
had summoned two specialists who 
examined Kennedy at the hospital 
on the night of his statement and 
who would’ testify that he was 
then “unconscious or in a stupor.” 
The witnesses said that statement 
was made “on a Wednesday night” 
early last August. 

“If Dr. A. J. Wilde (an eye spe- 
cialist) examined Preston that 
Wednesday night and he was in a 
stupor or unconscious, then your 
brother was in a stupor when he 
made the dying statement. Is that 
a fact?” Defense Attorney J. J. 
Breland today repeatedly asked Dr. 
Barney Kennedy, State witness and 
brother of the dead man, who was 
on the stand all day. 

t Over Time. 

Shifting about in the witness 
stand, Barney Kennedy finally an- 
swered: “Yes,” then added: “But 
the statement was made Wednesday 
night and I’m positive that was not 
the night Dr. Wilde examined him.” 

During an argument with State 
attorneys over some of his ques- 
tions, Breland exclaimed: “Dr. 
Wilde told us he was there Wednes- 
day night.” 

Subsequently, Breland said both 
Dr. Wilde and Dr. A. E. Gordon, 
who attended Preston Kennedy, 
had been summoned as defense 
witnesses. / 

After two weeks in the court- 
room Dr. Dean showed no outward 
signs of emotion in the face of the 
State effort to prove that she mur- 
dered Dr. Kennedy with poison aft- 
er having caused a divorce between 
Kennedy and his wife. Dr. Ken- 
nedy died after a 10-day illness last 
summer, at a time the State says 
he was planning to re-wed his wife. 
The defense has insinuated that on 
the contrary he was planning to

35,000 IN JAPAN 
GRANTED CLEMENCY 
AFTER ROYAL BIRTH 


Emperor Issues Order Including 
Majority of Participants in 
Political Murders. — 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Feb, 11.—Expressing his 
joy for the recent birth of the 
Crown Prince, Emperor Hirohito 
today ordered mitigation of the 
punishments of 35,000 of the Empire's 
56,000 convicts, including the major- 
ity of the participants in recent 
political murders. 

The death sentence of Tomeo 
Sagoya, convicted of assassinating 
Premier Yuko Hamaguchi, was 
commuted to life imprisonment. A 
life sentence given Kozaburo Tachi- 
bana in the assassination of another 
Premier, Suyoshi Inukai, was re- 
duced to 20 years. Sentences of 
Naval officers and Army cadets 
who participated in the Inukai as- 
sassination were shortened one- 
fourth. 

Various civil disabilities were re- 
moved from 25,000 persons who 
were outside of jails. 

The amnesty was promulgated to- 
day in observance of the national 
holiday, Kigensetsu, supposedly the 
anniversary of the accession to the 
throne of the first Emperor Jimmu 
Tenno in 660 B. C. 


PROTESTS ON WITHHOLDING 
OF NOBEL PEACE PRIZE 


Reservation Contrary to Intention 
of Donor, Swedish and Norwe- 
gian ts Say. 

STOCKHOLM, Feb. 10.—Reserva- 
tion of the Nobel peace prize again 
this year by the Nobel Committee 
of Norway has brought protests, 
in both Sweden and Norway, that 
the awarding of only 25 prizes in 32 
years is contrary to the intention 
and spirit of Alfred Nobel's will. 

The Stockholm Peace Society, 
protesting the reservation in a pub- 
lished statement, also declares that 
the prize too often has been award- 
ed to “Presidents, Ministers and 
other high public officials,” and 
too seldom to “working friends of 
peace or to really radical propo- 
nents of peace and disarmament.” 
Nobel, it was stated at a meeting 
of the society, wanted to “help 
dreamers who found it difficult to 
get attention for their ideas.” 

If a satisfactory candidate for the 
prize cannot be found each year, 
the society insists, the prize money 
should be reteased into propaganda 
work for 

In Oslo, the daily newspaper 
“Dagbladet” is willing to believe 
that no satisfactory candidates can 
be found. “It is exactly such times

LONDON, Feb. 10.—The liner Eu- 
ropa left Southampton today with 
what was believed to be the largest 
gold cargo of the present move- 
valued at between 
$40,000,000 and $50,000,000.

Where Needed for Filing 
Returns and Settlement.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.— 
An extension of time for the initial 
filing of returns and payment un- 
der the new Missouri sales tax law 
will be granted, where necessary, 
State Auditor Forrest Smith an- 
nounced today. 

The law became effective last 
Jan. 15 and the first returns and 
payments from the approximately 
75,000 individuals, firms and cor- 
porations subject to the tax are 
due Thursday for the last half of 
January. 

Smith said it would be impossi- 
ble to place the tax return blanks 
in the hands of all of the taxpay- 
ers before Feb. 20. He has not de- 
termined how much additfonal time 
will be allowed, but he is authorized 
to grant an extension of 30 days 
for the filing of the first returns. 


Next Returns March 15. 

Returns for February and the 
tax payments for that ‘month, will 
be due_on or before March 15. 
Thereafter the return and tax for 
each calendar month will be due on 
or before the 15th of the following 
month. The act is effective until 
Dec. 31, 1935, unless the time is ex- 
tended by the 1935 session of the 
Legislature. 

The tax rate of one-half of one 


‘per cent applies to all retail sales 


of tangible personal property; ad- 
mission charges to amusements, 
games and athletic events; sales of 
electricity, water. gas and sewer 
service to domestic, . commercial

Citrus Trees Denuded; Man Is

Carolina.

ATLA * 7A, Ga., Feb. 10. — Snow 
whirled into every Southern State 
today, bringing the heaviest fall in 


10 years. 

For the first time in Many years 
Florida recorded snowfall in the 
northern part of the State. At- 
torney-General Cary D. Landis, on 
the way from Tallahassee to Jack- 
sonville, wired his office “sleet and 
snow makes it impossible to drive 
further.” Stuart, far down on Fior- 
ida’s east coast, felt the effects of 
an intense hail storm as did Palm 
City. Citrus trees were denuded 
and truck crops beaten to the 
ground, unprecedented for the sec- 
tion. Hundreds of windows in the 
Stuart area were broken by the 
storm. Two cows were pounded to 
death by the icy pellets which were 
driven by a 60-mile wind. Huge 
waves raked the St. Lucie River 
and piled several launches on the 
shore. An hour afterward the ice 
was piled six to eight inches deep 
where the storm was worst. 

Miami continued to enjoy sun- 
bathing and other summer sports. 

Snow fall at Atlanta was three 
inches. At Manteo, N. C., a Negro 
was found frozen to death, and 
Lynchburg, Va., had the coldest 
morning that city had experi- 
enced in 22 years. The reading was 
four below zero.

a student, an author and a pub- 
lisher. His best known work was 
a “History of the American Indians 
North of Mexico,” published in 1917 
by the Cambridge University press, 
and internationally regarded as an 
authority. 

With Luther A. Brewer he formed 
the Torch Press of Cedar Rapids, 
Ia., which in 10 years turned out 
40 volumes now prized by collectors, 
including the only work of William 
Marion Reedy to be published in 
a bound volume in Reedy’s life- 
time. Here in St. Louis, some 20 
volumes were published under the 
imprint of the William Harvey 
Miner Co., of which several were 
republished in London and some, 
including Denton J. Snider's work 
on Shakespeare, sold more than 
100,000 copies in the American edi- 
tion. 

Best Known for His Friends. 

But it was as a student that he 
was best known, and most loved, 
by the little group that might be 
found nearly every week-day after- 
noon since 1916 in his bookshop of 
the period—at first on the south 
side of Franklin avenue, east of 
Grand boulevard, later on. down- 
town Pine street, and then at the 
present site, on the north side of 
Franklin, opposite the site of “the 
old store.” 

Most of that group would have 
shuddered at the word “high-brow,” 
but the conversation sometimes 
rose to a lofty plane. Almost al- 
ways with them was the late Den- 
ton J. Snider, who even remem- 
bered -when St. Louis had meant 
enough in philosophical circles to 
have a “St. Louis movement,” and, 
in fact, had himself been a leader 
of that movement.. 

Argument sometimes ran high in 
the little group gathered around 
Mr. Miner's desk. Occasionally 
from somewhere back among the

There he began the custom, con-

House Committee Will Speed Action 
to Relieve Representatives Hit 
by Depreciated Dollar.

— A 
plan for setting aside 9,000,000 
acres. of land for game birds and 
animals was presented to President 
Roosevelt today by his committee 
on wild life restoration, 

This total, distributed over 44 
states, would be taken out of agri- 
cultural production and restored to 
its wild state to provide breeding 
and nesting areas, 4,000,000 acres of 
it for waterfowl and 5,000,000 acres 
for upland game birds. 

The maximum cost estimated by 
the committee was $50,430,910 with 
a figure of $24,430,910 set as the 
minimum . for carrying out the 
work.

poses was also recommended as 
part of the Government's, an-

Members of Committee.

Sub-zero temperatures in Mich- 
igan have enabled Pontisc engi- 
neers to conduct systematio tests 
of the new 10-W motor oil, the 


cant which they were the first to 
adopt as standard for cars oper- 
ated in rigorous climates. 

Although the 1934 Pontiacs and 
the new oil had been tested for 
months in the “cold room” of the 
General Motors Research Labora- 
tories, the first opportunity for an 
outdoor test under operating con- 
ditions came during a zero snap 
shortly before the public announce- 
ment of the new cars. 

A fleet of 11 1934 Portiac straight 
eights was being operated at the 
General Motors Proving Ground 
when the mercury’ suddenly 
dropped below zero. Instead of be- 
ing housed over night in the Prov- 
ing Ground garage, thé cars were 
left in the open, exposed to a 
whistling north wind. At 8 a. m. 
the next morning, with the ther- 
mometer registering six below zero, 
all of the 11 cars started at the 
first run of the starter motor. 
Since then the outdoor cold start- 
ing tests have continued at the fac- 
tory. Whenever the weather is 
sufficiently severe, groups of six 
to 10 or 12 cars are left outdoors 
over night in exposed areas. 

B. H. Anibal, vice-president in 
charge of engireering for the 
Pontiac Motor Co., predicts that 
this oil soon will be adopted gen- 
erally for use in other cars. 
“This new oil,” said Mr. Anibal, 
“has been developed especially for 
cold weather service. It is not 
merely an ordinary oil ‘adapted’ to 
cold weather service.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 10.— 
Federal Judge Merrill E. Otis took 
under advisement today a motion 
for a directed verdict of acquittal 
of John Lazia, political lieutenant 
of Democratic Boss Tom J. Pen- 
dergast and reputed head of the 
Kansas City underworld, whose in- 
come tax evasion trial is nearing 
an end. He announced he would 
give his ruling at the reconvening 
of court Monday morning. 

The motion is based on a demur- 
er holding that the Government's 
expose of bank records, indicating 
sums totaling more than $150,000 
passed through Lazia’s account in 
1929 and 1930, failed to establish 
_ proof of income and that if the 
case were to be given to the jury 
it would constitute “a violation of 
the rights of the defendant.” 

During a 20-minute argument on 
the demurrer, with the jury ex- 
cluded after the Government rest- 
ed its case, Frank P. Walsh, attor- 
ney for the politician, called atten- 
im to the manner in which the

These with- 
drawals were almost continuous from the 
middle of July to September 19, and amount- 
ed for the period to $1,000,000,000, of which 
about $160,000.000 represented a loss of gold 
during the latter part of July, which reduced 
the gold reserves of the Bank of England 
from $810,000,000 to $650,000,000 and the 
rest the loss of foreign exchange. 

“In August and September the use of these 
credits (credits extended by the Federal Re- 
serve Banks of the United States, the Bank 
of France and private lenders in both coun- 
tries) had protected tne Bank of England from 
further loss of gold, and 1: was only after 
these amounts were sustantially exhausted 
that England decided to suspend the oper- 
ation of the gold standard.”’ 


Other Countries Took 

Action Reluctantly. 

Whether or not one believes it was desir- 
able for the United States to leave the gold 
standard, it can hardly be doubted that the 
abandonment in April was not compelled by 
events. Amorg those testifying to this effect 
is Dr. E. W. Kemmerer of Princeton, who says 
that with the sole exception of the United 
States, all the countries that went off gold 
during the world depression did so reluctant- 
ly and under heavy pressure; Dr. Harold G. 
Moulton, president of the Brookings Institu- 
tion at Washington, who gays that the Ad- 
ministration acted with the purpose of raising 
prices, and the Foreign Policy Association 
which points out that on April 19, the date 
of our definitive abandonment of gold, the 
gold holdings of the Federal Reserve System, 
with the exception of a brief period just be- 
fore England was driven off gold, were the 
largest in the system’s history. 

The Foreign Policy Association is a research 
and educational agency supported by the con- 
tributions of about 12,000 members, Dr. Ray- 
mond Leslie Buell, who has written extensive- 
ly on international problems, is the president. 
The association’s statement on the present 
monetary policies of the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration was published in the Post-Dispatch 
on Feb. 5. . 

The point made by the association—name- 
ly, the unusually large gold holdings of the 
Reserve System when the United States went 
off gold——has been repeatedly stressed by Sen- 
ator Carter Glass‘of Virginia, who has de- 
nounced our suspension of the standard as 
both undesirable and unnecessary.

stock of gold decreased by $305,000,000, this 
amount was much smaller than the loss on 
two previous recent occasions. During May 
and June, 1932, the gold stock had decreased 
by $448,000,000 and during September and 
October, 1931, by $703,000,000. The gold 
stock on March 4, it is pointed out, was well 
above the level for the midsummer of 1932 
and was only slightly smaller than the aver- 
age for 1928-29. 

“Between March 4 and April 19,” the 
Brookings survey continues, “the total gold 
stock changed from $4,333,000,000 to $4,313,- 
000,000. Thus the maintenance of the dol- 
lar exchange rate close to its gold parity over 
a period of more than five weeks, while re- 
quiring a certain amount of current - gold 
movements into and out of the country, en- 
tailed a net loss of gold amounting, to only 
$20,000,000. 

“In the light of this ieditebanitiain in the 
country’s general monetary position and of 
the fact that the Treasury issued certificates 
of five and nine months’ duration on Marcb 
16, payable as usual ‘in United States gold 
coin of the present standard of value,’ it was 
naturally assumed by the public in general 
that the suspension of the gold standard was 
to be merely an emergency measure, and that 
no change in the gold eontent of the dollar 
Was in contemplation. Indeed, there is no evi- 
dence to show that the Government at this 
juncture was seriously considering a reduc- 
tion in the weight of the dol ’ : 

As to the vital difference between devalu- 
ation of European currencies and President 
Roosevelt's devaluation of the dollar on Jan. 
31, the record is equally clear. 


Others Acted After 
Period of Inflation. 


In all cases, the post-war devaluations of 


the franc, the lira and other European mon-|-° 


etary units, following upon England’s return 
to gold in 1925, came after long periods of 
inflation. They were designed not to create 
a new price level but to adjust the currencies 
to existing price levels. 

In the United States, devaluation of the 
dollar to 59.06 per cent of the previous gold 
content was undertaken in an effort to con- 
trol the price level—to raise commodity prices 
in the United States to about the level of 
1926. In a nutshell, this is the difference— 
and a very significant one—between what 
happened in Europe and what is happening 
in the United’ States. 

The difference may -be-stated inthis way: 
A high price level resulting from monetary 
inflation was the cause of devaluation in 
Europe, whereas the United States Govern- 
ment, in a time of comparatively low prices, is 
seeking to create a high price level as the 
effect of devaluation.

The French action mere- 
ly legalized a situation which had existed in 
foreign exchange for a year and a-half. Bx- 
plaining what had been done, the annual re- 
port of the Bank of France for 1928 stated: 
“A most important event in’the finan- 

cial history of France occurred during the 
past year—the creation of a new franc. . 
Facing a sacrifice which unfortunately 
was inevitable, the law in the public in- 
terest legalized the. depreciation’ which 
had taken place in the national currency. 
On the other. hand, it assured convert- 
ibility of notes into gold. After 14 years 
of inconvertibility, the franc has thus 
again become sound money, as solidly es- 
tablished as the most stable currencies of 
the world.” 

The United States fixed the value of the 
dollar at a point below its value in foreign 
exchange and seeks to hold it at the low 
level through use of the $2,000,000,000 sta, 
bilization fund created from the “profits” of 
dollar devaluation. For this effort to raise 
commodity prices by means of currency de- 
valuation and foreign exchange operations 
there is no precedent anywhere. 


Dr. Moulton Points 

Out the Difference. . 

In reply to questions by the correspond- 
ent, Dr. Moulton, president of the Brookings 
Institution, has made a statement contrast- 
ing the American devaluation policy and that 
pursued by France in 1928. The Brookings 
Institution, established in Washington by the 
late Robert 8S. Brookings of St. Louis, has 
achieved distinction in this country and abroad 
for its reesarch work in the social sciences. 
It is a fact finding agency without political 
affiliations. Dr. Moulton is a recognized au- 
thority on the monetary systems of this and 
other countries. 

Dr. Moulton in his statement not only draws 
a sharp distinction between the American and 
French devaluation policies, but shows that 
there is an important difference between our 
stabilization fund and the British equalization 
fund. 

“The situation in France at the time that 
the franc was devalued,” said Dr. Moulton, 
“was essentially different from that in this 
country when the dollar was devalued. More- 
over, the objective of the French Government 
in establishing a lower value for its currency 
was different*from that of the American 
Government. 

“To understand the: French situation, ‘it is 
necessary to have in mind a background of 
facts beginning in the war period. France, in 
common with other European beHigerents, 
had to abandon the export of gold during 
the war. The exchange rate was, however, 
maintained around 18 cents (par being 19.3) 
by means of so-called ‘pegging’ operations, 
.which involved the use of foreign credits, 
With the cessation of this pegging in 1919, 
the franc declined precipitately to around six 
or eight cents, where it remained until 1922. 

“Between 1922 and 1926, the franc gradu- 
ally declined to a little more than three cents. 
This decline in the French exchange rate was 
the direct result of fiscal inflation accom- 
panying the reconstruction of the devastated 
areas. The French Treasury sold short-term |

Serious interhal opposition. , No 
civilian population in Europe to- 
day is more impregnated with pa- 
cifism than the Frenck. Yet no 
people in the entire world would 
rise go quickly and almost to a 
man to defend their liberties and 
their homes as will the French 
workers and peasants if their 
country is invaded. 

To observers of the European 
political poker game, Hitler’s re- 
cent plays are almost pathetically 
obylous. With a few digressions 
he is imitating faithfully and ap- 
parently successfully his Italian 
mentor. The German masses are 
proving even more pliable than 
the post-war Italian public. Once 
Hitler and his cohorts have sol- 
idly established themselves how- 
ever, they can be counted on to 
become ccnservative, as have the 
Fascists and Bolshevists. 

The communistic element in 
Germany against which Hitler di- 
rected his storm troops has not 
been vanquished. There are at 
least 5,000,000 of them, quiescent 
and sinister. Brown shirts may 
cover their proletarian skins but 
Marxian ideas are imbedded far 
deeper in their souls and are not 
sO easily erased. 

The Reichstag trial through 
which the Nazis had hoped to 
glorify themselves has proved a 
fiasco.

French-Belgian-Polish - Czecho-S]o- 
vakian military machines, to say 
nothing of the redoubtable Jugo- 
Slav army, the crack Red Army of 
Russia and a very real communistic 
element within her own borders, 

If war were declared tomorrow, 
France and her three allies could 
immediately throw against each 10 
kilometers (644 miles) of Ger- 
many’s demilitarized and unforti- 
fied frontier the following forces: 

On the Franco-German front: 
69,000 trained men equipped with 
25 heavy cannon, 23 light guns, 3 
anti-aircraft guns, 318 light ma- 
chine guns, 
guns, 41 tanks and 36 fighting, ob- 
servation and bombing airplanes. 

On the Belgo-German front, 38,- 
431 men, armed with 38 light and 
17 heavy field guns, 3 anti-aircraft 
guns, 187 light and 75 heavy ma- 
chine guns, 14 tanks and 15 air- 
planes. 

On the Polish-German front: 11.- 
188 men, armed with 7 light and 2 
heavy cannons, 32 light and 22 heavy 
machine guns, 1 tank and 5 air- 
planes. 

On the Czech-German front: 8506 
men with 5 light and 2 heavy field 
guns, 42 light and 8 heavy ma- 
chine guns and 3 airpianes. 


Against these forces the most 
Germany could muster (if her own 
figures can be believed) would be 
243 men, armed with two light ma- 
chine guns. In addition to these 
the Germans would have for every 
100 kilometers (68% miles) of front 
seven light cannon, 28 light and 
two heavy machine guns. 

Contrast in Navies. 

On the sea Germany’s position 
would be even more hopeless. Af- 
ter the Versailles treaty was signed 
Germany scrapped 26 modern bat- 
tleships, four battle cruisers, 83 tor- 
pedo boats, 19 light cruisers and 
350 submarines. Helgoland, her 
North Sea naval outpost was com- 
pletely demolished. Her navy to- 
day consists of a few pocket-battle- 
ships of 10,000 tons armed with & 
inch guns, five cruisers totaling 30,- 
000 tons and a dozen destroyers of 
an aggregate displacement of 9600 
tons, all built since 1922. 

Assuming that the Italian fleet 
were to assist Germany in the event 
of war, the French still would have 
no reason to worry even with En- 
gland remaining neutral. The 
French fleet today has more than 
114 heavy guns (of 14jn. caliber or 
larger), 546 medium caliber guns 
(Sin. and above), 477 light guns 


pedo tubes. 

The combined German-Italian 
strength at sea would be only 80 
heavies, 296 middie calibers, 908 
light calibers and 834 torpedo tubes. 
In the six and four-inch gun cate- 
gory the Italians alone outstrip the 
French having 862 guns against 
France’s 477. The French Admir- 
alty, however, does not place much 
importance on the destroyer type 
of fighting vessel. 

France, furthermore, has 32,000 
tons of aircraft carriers, Italy and 
Germany have none. 

As for personnel France has 64, 
000 sailors compared with 15,000 for 
Germany and 53,000 for Italy. 

Since 1922 France has built one 
26,500-ton battleship, one 22,146-ton. 
aircraft carrier, 15 cruisers, averag- 
ing around 8000 tons each, 30 de 
stroyers, 26 torpedo boats, 79 sub- 
marines and 98,000 tons of auxiliary 
warcraft. 

French Military Power. 

Roughly summarized France's 
land military machine today in- 
cludes 650,000 officers and men 
(with 3,800,000 trained reserves), 
16,000 light machine guns, 17,000 
heavy machine guns, 800 mine 
throwers, 1500 pieces of light and 
1000 pieces of heavy artillery, 1700 
tanks and 1800 fighting airplanes.

Long-nosed Jack Spratt and his 
fat wife, the Cat and the Fiddle, 
Humpty-Dumpty in a jockey cap, 
a figure of king’s horses and men, 
and other Mother Goose characters, 


form a procession in a mural for 
the Benton School kindergarten. 

The mural, which is in six large 
panéls, four fet high and about six 
long, will extend around the room. 
It is being painted by Dooley Dio- 
nysius of Kirkwood, one of the art- 
ists engaged by Louis La Beaume, 
director of Public Works of Art, 
under the CWA program. 

Dionysius, whose choice of work 
is painting subjects of fancy in 
minute detail, is doing what he 
likes “most to do” in painting the 
murals, although the size of the 
work requires a broader and bolder 
stroke than he uses in his minia- 
tures. 

Hills and fanciful trees form a 
background of subdued. hues, 
where loom fairyland castles whose 
spires lift the eyes and pierce the 
blue sky. The procession parades 


past in brilliant colors, solemn-vis- 
aged like Jack Spratt, gay like the 
cat, comic like Humpty-Dumpty. 

The mural is being done on 
pressed wood and will take two 
months to complete, after which it 
will be hung in the school. The 
Board of Education pays for the 
materials, the CWA for the work. 

Dionysius said the mural ordi- 
narily would have cost $500 or 
more, depending on the ability of 
the artist. Under the CWA scale, 
it will cost about $250. 

“Although the CWA pay is not 
big,” Dionysius said, “I like the 
idea of public works -of art and 
hope that, like in Mexico where tw 
great artists were discovered: 
through public works, a genius or 
two may be found in the United 
States.” 

He is doing the murals in a barr 
at 300 South Sappington road 
Oakland, which has been converted 
into a studio by a group of artists. 
Two other St. Louis artists are 
painting murals for two other 
schools.

Where Germany's heaviest 
gun has a range of 12,300 meters 
(about 8 miles), France’s big guns 
shoot more than 30 miles. French 
air bombers, likewise, can carry 
about eight tons of high explosive 
over a cruising area with a radius 
of about 600 miles. 

The combatant man-power of 
France and her allies (with Ger- 
man frontiers) is estimated as fol- 
lows (standing army and trained 
reserves): 

France: 4,500,000 officers 
men. 

Belgium: 1,200,000 officers and 
men. 

Poland: 3,200,000 . officers and 
men. : 

Czecho-Slovakia: 1,300,000 men. 

Total, 10,200,000 officers and men. 

Italy could put into the field 3,- 
500,000 officers and men according 
to réliable estimates. Her air force, 
upon which Mussolini has concen- 
trated, was revealed some time ago 
as totaling 1500 planes. It prob- 
ably exceeds that figure by several 
hundred. The Fascist militia num- 
bers about 300,000 but in war time 
this body would be needed to pre- 
serve order behind the lines. 

Russia the Unknown Factor. 

Russia is the unknown factor on 
Germany's eastern horizon. As 4 
result of Moscow's non-aggressio 
treaty with Warsaw the Poles are 
free to concentrate on their west- 
ern front and along the Danzig cor- 
ridor. While not desiring actual 
parucipation in a European war the 
P-ussians woujd be sympathetic to- 
wards any country fighting Ger- 
many. The Russo-German pact of 
Genoa is a dead letter. It has been

The growth of aviation in Russia 
is another of Europe’s enigmas. 
Two years ago the Red army had 
2000 war planes (400 bombers, 400 
hydroplanes, 400 fighters and 800 
scouts.) The air program sets the 
goal at 5000 planes by 1935. Last 
year’s building program called for 
construction and acquisition of 80 
bombers, 120 speedy scout planes, 
343 all-metal combat planes, 80 
training machines, 242 combat 
hydroplanes and 86 scouting hydro- 
planes. Whether this was carried 
through is not definitely known, 
but the Soviets have enough ma- 
chines to assign 300 to their Si- 
berian force based at Viadivostok. 

The figures quoted above, taken 
mostly from confidential military 
intelligence reports, official govern- 
ment statistics and information 
compiled by the League’s Disarm- 
ament Section give a sketchy pic- 
ture of the “ring of steel” that sur- 
rounds Germany. The French Gen- 
eral Staff estimates that without 
outside assistance it can easily oc- 
cupy Berlin within from three to 
six weeks, depending on how com- 
pletely the Germans would be able 
to destroy railway and road com- 
munications and transport. In the 
air and on the sea Germany would 
be completely at the mercy of 
France. On land the Nazis perhaps 
could wage a guerilla warfare, ir- 
ritating, but not a serious handicap 
for the invaders.

SAYS SHORTER WORK 
WEEK 1S ESSENTIAL 


Father Ryan, | Here, Declares 
Industry Must Act or 
Congress Will. 


Industry will accept a 32-hour 
week at the NRA conference to be 
held next month in Washington or 
will have a 30-hour week thrust 
on it by action of Congress, in the 
opinion of the Rev. John A. Ryan, 
economist of the Catholic University 
in Washington, and outspoken lib- 
eral leader of his faith. 

Father Ryan discussed the New 
Deal after his arrival last night in 
St. Louis. He is here to address 
the Liberal Forum of the Young 
Men’s Hebrew Association tonight 
at 8:30 o'clock. He will speak at 
the headquarters of that organiza- 
tion, Union boulevard and Enright 
avenue, on “The Church and Social 
Problems,” : 

A shorter working week, Father 
Ryan said, is essential because of 
technological improvements, and 
even with the 32-hour week, he es 
timated, there would still be three 
or four million unemployed. The 
Senate, he recalled, had passed a 
bill for a 30-hour week a year ago, 
before adoption of the National 
Recovery Act, and he thought Con- 
gress was in a mood to act again 
in that direction, unless similar 
steps were taken voluntarily by in- 
dustry through NRA codes. 

Substantial Difficulties. 

He conceded there would be sub- 
stantial difficulties presented, par- 
ticularly to smal] enterprises, in 
meeting payrolls under the shorter 
week, but held it essential to recov- 
ery. Financing of payrolls, he said, 
must be provided, either through 
the RFC, or through the ordinary 
banking facilities, which may be. 
induced to lend, rather than be con- 
fronted with RFC competition in 
industrial financing. 

Father Ryan found much to be 
thankful for in the New Deal, and 
said its greatest obstacle lay in the 
opportunities for dishonesty and 
graft afforded by lavish public ex- 
penditures. In that connection, he 
was encouraged by the dramatic 
and sweeping action taken by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in abrogating air 
mail contracts after investigation 
had developed irregularities. 

An advocate of a large Federal 
appropriation for public works 
long before the present $3,300,000, 
000 program was adopted, he was 
disappointed in the slowness with 
which the money was being used 
to put men to work, but pleased 
that the CWA program had been 
developed to meet that deficiency. 

CWA “Least Radical.” 

Some of his liberal friends, he 
said, were apprehensive that the 
CWA program might be discontin- 
ued by May 1, the date President 
Roosevelt has fixed for its termina- 
tion. While he did not favor re 
taining the CWA in its present 
form indefinitely, Father Ryan said 
he had no doubt that the program 
would be extended beyond May 1. 

“Then, if by fall or early winter 
we have not experienced a very 
marked degree of recovery, he said, 
“the country will be ready for more 
radical steps, and continuing the 
CWA will be about the least radi- 
cal of all possible measures.” 

With proper planning, he sai, 
something along the lines of the 
CWA might well become a per: 
manent institution. He was im- 
pressed with the argument that the 
efficiency of machines had devel- 
oped to a point where the-produc- 
tion of goods never again would 
employ all available workers, un- 
less the working week was re 
duced to a point below any now 
discussed, and said it might be 
possible to employ the surplus cf 
labor in community services such 
as those in some ‘legree afforded 
by the present CWA program.

low point of 3.14 cents to around 
8.90 cents. Stabilization was final- 
ly fixed at 3.91 cents because this 
was the natural level determined by 
the foreign exchange situation and 
because it was in close adjustment 
with the general level of domestic 
prices. Thus the French Govern- 
ment fixed a legal rate of exchange 
closely in accord with the actual 
rate as determined by economic 
conditions. This merely made a de 
facto situation de jure. 


“The United States, on the other 
hand, has fixed the value of the 
dollar without reference to the 
existing price level. /Moreover, the 
new value was set before we could 
‘know what the normal rate of the 
dollar, as determined by interna- 
tional trade and financial opera- 
tions, would be. The decline of the 
dollar had been due in large part 
to a flight of capital from this 
country. When confidence is re- 
stored—for whatever reason—much 
of this capital will inevitably flow 
back. Such a return flow would 
normally bring a rise in the ex- 
change rate; and not until after 
this abnormal movement of funds 
had ended could we know what the 
normal exchange value of the dol- 
lar would be. 


“Whereas the French stabiliza- 
tion was delayed after the low point 
was reached for more than a year, 
giving ample time for a new equi- 
librium to be established, the value 
of the dollar has been fixed at a 
level actually below the lowest ex- 
change quotations that have been 
reached. 


“Instead of being established at 
a rate which is in adjustment with 
normal international exchange op- 
erations and with the domestic 
price level, the dollar has been sta- 
bilized at a low level in the hope of 
thereby raising prices of commodi- 
ties to a much higher level. 


“The exchange in this case is 
looked upon as an active instru- 
mentality for the control of com- 
modity prices. Indeed, our purpose 
in abandoning the gold standard 
in the first place was to raise 
prices, 


“It is because the dollar has been 
revalued at a level below the ex- 
change rate and before the inevi- 
table backflow of capital has begun 
that the problem of stabilization

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been used mainly to prevent rapid 
and wide ‘oscillations in the value 
of the pound, It has not been used, 
and is apparently not intended to 
be used, to stabilize the pound at a 
level below the commercial rate es- 
tablished in the market.” 


This view of the British equaliza- 
tion fund coincides with that ex- 
pressed by Sir Josiah Stamp, the 
eminent British economist, in a ra- 
dio speech from London last Sun- 
day. “The purpose of the account,” 
he said, “is to help flatten out er- 
ratic, rapid variations in the for- 
eign exchanges between _ sterling 
and all the others and so to make 
international trade more stable, but 
it is certainly not to hold the ex- 
change at any fixed unnatural 
point.” 

An American financial writer. in 
London reports that “the main dif- 
ference between the British and the 
American funds as London sees it 
is that the first is dedicated to the 
policy of ‘wait and see,’ while the 
second is dedicated to the deliber- 
ate depreciation of the dollar with 
the idea of raising internal prices.” 

The American policy, as ex- 
pressed in our voluntary departure 
from the gold standard, in the 
gold-purchase plan of last October, 
in our deliberate devaluation of the 
dollar to a point below its commer- 
cial level, is a radically different 
policy from any that has been em- 
ployed by any other nation. This 
much, at least, the record makes 
clear. The record by which we can 
judge the effectiveness of the pol- 
icy as a means of raising commod- 
ity prices is yet to be written. 

On the one hand we have the 
opinion of Prof. George F. Warren, 
the President’s adviser, that there 
is a precise relationship between 
the price of gold and the price of 
commodities in general. It is on 
this theory that the American pol- 
icy is bottomed. On the other 
hand there is the opinion of many

Desertion Starts Inquiry. 

Vilho 
Pentkanen from the army general 
staff, to which he was attached as 
a photographer, and his reported 
crossing into Russia with army se- 
crets, photographs, and plans, led 
to the first investigations by police 
in mid-October. 

Subsequently authorities started 
a roundup fn which the 28 suspects 
were arrested.

He told investigators that when 
he accepted a scholarship at the 
University of Helsingfors he was 
told he would “have to make a few 
reports occasionally,” but that when 
he entered the institution he learn- 
ed his assignments were to receive 
information from various agents 
and relay it to Mrs. Martin. 

He tried to give it up, he was 
quoted as saying, but was threat- 
ened with exposure if he refused 
to-perform the tasks given him.

: | COUNTRY without 

i | a doctor's bill! To 
the average Amer- 

ican that sounds 
like Utopia, an 
ideal state never to 
be realized so long 
as human beings 
are human. Yet 

Soviet Russia, ac- 
cording to the testimony of two 
skilled and impartial observers, one 
English and one American, has prac- 
tically reached that goal. 

What is more, the general level of 
health in this vast country in which 
medicine has been socialized is raised 
far above the 1914 level and even ap- 
proaches the standard of countries 
that did not have to struggle under 
Russia’s handicap of backwardness, 
such as England and the United States. 

The doctors in Russia are state of- 
ficials. The only exceptions are a few 
survivors of the old regime who still 
engage in private practice. The latter 
would constitute considerably less 
than 10 per cent of all the medical 
treatment administered. The emphasis 
is upon the health and well-being of 
the individual, apart from the profit 
that may accrue to the doctor from 
the individual's health. 

This is the opinion of Sir Arthur 
Newsholme, distinguished British pub- 
lic health leader, and John Adams 
Kingsbury, formerly Commissioner of 
Public Charities of New York City 
and now secretary and executive offi- 
cer of the Milbank Memorial Fund, 
which is egpecially devoted to the 
field of public health. Together they 


have written ‘‘Red Medicine’’ which, 


has just been published by Doubleday, 
Doran. The book is based on an ex- 
tensive investigation which. News- 
bolme and Kingsbury made in Russia 
on a tour which took them from one 
end of the country to the other. 

Throughout the two authors have 
tried to set down what they observed 
and the facts and statistics they gath- 
ered objectively, quite apart from 
their own prejudices and opinions. 
Newsholme was particularly fitted to 
write such a book, as he has done 
thorough studies of the relation be- 
tween private and state medicine in 
the leading countries of Europe, 
studies which have received wide at- 
tention. Here is a summary of the 
present status of the doctor in Soviet 
Ruasia: 

“An essential difference between 
the practice of medicine in the U. S. 
S. R. and in capitalist countries is that 
every doctor is a State official, and in 
most instances is exclusively so. A 
few doctors, especially older doctors, 
still retain some private individual 
practice; but their number is dimin- 
ishing, and practically all the younger 
doctors are exclusively officials of the 
State. 

“Each State doctor is expected to 
work six or six and one-half hours 
each working day for the State. Every 
fifth day he has complete cessation 
from work. If he is a specialist, e. g., 
in Roentgen ray or radium work, he 
may have only a four-hour day. Like 
every worker, he has at least two 
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weeks’ holiday annually; and he may 
receive longer leave if he is a special- 
ist or for special reasons. The trien- 
nial longer leave of the rural doctors 
has already been mentioned. (Doctors 
outside the cities are expected to take 
a three-months leave of absence every 
three years to do post-graduate work.) 

‘‘Medical salaries are paid by the 
Government, being graduated accord- 
ing to work and duration of service. 
In some instances an increase of.10 
per cent in salary is given annually; 
or of 20 per cent after service in spe- 
cial institutions. 


OOF rorking may be increased by 


working for two or even more 

institutions daily. Only in the 
event of a calamity can a doctor be 
transferred to another district with- 
out his consent. Many doctors are 
still overworked; and although at the 
public clinics special precautions are 
enforced to prevent hasty consulta- 
tions, this overwork must tend to low- 
er the quality of medical care. 

“In Russia before the Revolution, 
there were approximately 26,000 phy- 
sicians. In 1931, we were told, the 
total number was about 76,000.” 

The majority of medical treatment 
is outside the home and the reason 
for this is in part the overcrowding 
that exists today in the cities. The 
patient is treated in dispensaries, clin- 
ics and hospitals and ‘‘a vast amount 
of provision” is made for the -con- 
valescent in rest homes and sanatorta 
of every type. Minor ills are usually 
treated at the factory or institution 
where the individual works.

In the same way the working 
mother who is to have a child is sur- 
rounded with all sorts of precautions 
and special care. She is given a leave 
of absence from her job, at full pay, 
for two months before the child is to 
be born and for from six to eight 
weeks after the birth, also with pay. 
During the whole term of her preg- 
nancy she is given special examina- 
tions by the doctor in charge of the 
unit at which she works, and custom- 
arily her hours of work are shortened. 

When the child is two months old, 
the mother may place it in a day nur- 
sery, usually run in connection with 
the factory at which she works.

in the Russian program. Every effort 
is made to keep the worker fit to stay 
on the job. The idea of the need for 
health, in this connection, in order to 
build the new Russia, is constantly 
stressed in health propaganda. 

Regular examination of workers in 
a factory unit sometimes shows in- 
cipient tuberculosis. The hours of 
these workers are shortened to six or 
six and a half hours a day, from the 
customary seven and a half or eight. 
If itis deemed advisable, they are put 
into what are called ‘“‘night sanatoria.”’ 
These are often the palaces of former 
nobles and the rich, well equipped and 
staffed with nurses and a resident doc- 
tor. .The worker with incipient tuber- 
culosis comes here after his work, 
takes a bath, rests for an hour, is ex- 
amined by the doctor, has his dinner 
and then is free to enjoy a brief pe- 
riod of recreation or reading before 
retiring. He is advised that his recov- 
ery will be much more rapid if he goes 
outside the sanatorium only two 
nights a week. Again, one of the 
chief reasons for this type of treat- 
ment is the fact that apartments and 
houses are so overcrowded. 


The health and well-being of chil- 
dren is one of the major concerns of 
the Soviets say the authors of ‘‘Red 
Medicine.’’ They stress the extreme 
care taken against infections and the 
thorough inspection of the home if the 
ehild is found to be verminous or mal- 
nourished. A general impression of 
the results of the Soviet method of 
child rearing is: 


66/ \HE training the children re- 


ceive is a most valuable func- 
tion of the centers. Each child 
is kept scrupulously clean. Infants are 
encougaged in appropriate exercises. 
Regular habits as to natural functions 
are inculcated. Instruction in the prop- 
er use of modern sanitary facilities is 
given as soon as the child is old 
enough to use them. The older chil- 
dren are treated on the principle that 
nothing must be done for them which 
they can do themselves. They wash 
themselves, help to lay tables, and put 
their toys away after playing.

camps have to a very great extent 
taken over from parents the care of 
their children. Such transfer of re- 
sponsibility applies even more to older 
children and youths of both sexes, for 
whom forms of club life have become 
fairly general. This is a new feature 
in proletarian life. 

“In other countries there are board- 
ing schools for children of.the middle 
and upper classes, and in some coun- 
tries there are meager arrangements 
for very poor children to be boarded 
out during a part of the holidays in 
the country or at the seaside. The 
Russian arrangements of a _ similar 
kind are on a very large scale. These 
arrangements are highly beneficial; 
the quality of the provision made for 
the hygienic and medical care of in- 
fants bears comparison with any sim- 
ilar arrangements in Western coun- 
tries, and in quantity it is vastly 
greater.’’ 

This separation of parent and child 
is not done by any arbitrary formula. 
It is merely considered to be in the 
best interests of the child. There are 
exceptions: 

“A feature of the Babies’ Hospital 
is the system of glass cubicles for iso- 
lation of children developing tempera- 
tures, and with provision in every case 
for nursing mothers. In the majority 
of cases seen by us in the Babies’ Hos- 
pital the mother was with the baby. 
Discussing with us at some length the 
merits of this plan, the doctors in- 
sisted that the practice of having 
mothers stay with their babies has- 
tened recovery of the infants and in 
many cases saved their lives.’’ 

An individual may choose his own 
doctor under the Soviet medical sys- 
tem. If he goes to a clinic, for ex- 
ample, and prefers a certain doctor, 
he may have to wait a time for that 
doctor, but the point is that he does 
have a right to choose. He may name 
the particular doctor whom he wants 
to perform an operation. Likewise, the 
workers in a factory may criticise the 
health service or they may criticise, 
to the chief of the medical service, 
an individual doctor. And the workers 
frequently exercise this privilege of 
criticism through the ‘wall newspa- 
pers’’ which are a feature of every 
factory—a space where frank criti- 
cisms of every phase of factory life 
may be written up by anyone in the 
factory. 

Each factory, the authors record, is 
in process of becoming a health cen- 
ter. Besides .the regular workers’ 
kitchen at which ordinary meals are 
prepared, there is a special diet kitch- 
en where special meals are prepared 
for workers who must have exception- 
ai diets. There is little faking of ill- 
ness to escape work, according to 
Newsholme and Kingsbury. But it 
does occur occasionally. The authors 
noted on one “wall newspaper” a no- 
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tice that said: ‘“‘Why does Comrade 
Aranova so often go on sick leave and 
will not work like the rest of us?”

born in 1889 and that the Duke of 
Clarence had met his mother on a 
visit to India some wonths previously. 
lt was shown, however, that the 
Duke's visit to India did not occur un- 
til two months after Haddon’'s birth. 

It was in 1929 that Haddon, as was 
brought out by the Crown, first be- 
gan to publicize tie fact that he was 
a “love child’’ of the Duke of Clar- 
ence. At the time he was in New 
York City engaged in the distribution 
of painted silk handkerchiefs, and on 
the side pushing the sale of his book, 
“My Uncle, King George V.,"" pub- 
lished by a Manhattan firm.

To those who looked upon 
him as a roving Englishman, he was 
wont to confide that he was the son 
of the Duke of Clarence, and that he 
was ever under the surveillance of 
Scotland Yard. 

Mysteriously had he descended upon 
New York City, which he was to quit 
in the same fashion to settle in Bos- 
ton for a short stay. In the N.-w En- 
gland metropolis, he was unaccom- 
panied by ‘‘Madame Jacqueline,’ who, 
according to reports, had angered him 
by calling herself ‘‘Mrs. Haddon.’’ In 
Boston he sought to enlist the aid of 
a Beacon Hill publisher in accepting 
a completely revised and revamped 
manuscript of ‘My Uncle, King George 
V.,”’ in the belief that it would insure 
the publication of his work in Britain.

his every move had been dogged by 
members of the Secret Branch of Scot- 
land Yard. He then went to Califor- 
nia, remaining but a short time, after 
which he returned to New York City, 
sailing quietly from that port on the 
liner American Farmer, with several 
trunkfuls of his books, for England. 

Outlining the story of Haddon’s life, 
his attorney, Lloyd Jones, stressed the 
point that his client had been brought 
up by his mother in the belief he was 
the son of the Duke of Clarence. This 
etrongly influenced his whole life, the 
lawyer said, and it bestowed upon him 
a notoriety that affected his fortunes 
adversely. 

The Duke of Clarence, it will be re- 
called, was Prince Albert Victor, the 
eldest son of the Prince of Wales. 
Since that Prince of Wales ultimately 
became King Edward VII, Prince 
Albert Victor, had he lived, would 
then have been next in line for the 
throne. 


HE Duke's death as a young 
man, however, left the present 
George V as second i:eir to the 
throne. With the Duke of Clerence’s 
passing the title became extinct. 
Haddon’s counsel told the Court 
that life in America had been made 
unbearable for the defendant, since 
he was the victim of vicious gossip. 
Attorney Jones explained that when 
Haddon returned to England early in 
1933, the man's health was under- 
mined, and it was under the pressure 
of debts to physicians and other ex- 
penses that he wrote the letters 
which formed the basis of the pres 
ent prosecution at the hands of 
the Crown. The letters, some of 
which are excerpted, follow: 


‘March 13, 1933. 

“Your Majesty, 

“Tl am writing these few lines un- 
known to the people who are backing 
my case, 89 as to clear my name be- 
fore all people for what is going to 
happen in the next week or so, and 
also to show the Royal Family that 
I am not a rotter. 

“My backers want me in the courts, 
which, even in my poor financial posi- 
tion, I cannot lower myself to do, but 
as I have promised to get myself into 
the Law Courts for money they have 
spent on me, and are atill spending, 
in return for which I am to come be- 
fore the eyes of the publie. 

“I will do so although it might be 
my end. 

“What matters, as it has been hel! 
on earth for me all my life through 
no fault of my own, but it will be In 
a clean way and it will save me from 
going down to the lowest level. It 
will show the world I have acted like 
a man, and my party will get all the 
publicity they require all the same, 
but it will be in a clean way. 

“I do not want a great fortune in 
life, but only a comfortable living, 
which God knows I am entitled to 
have by my birthright. 

“All I have aimed for is about £600 
($3000) a year private income, with 
enough ready money to start a board- 
ing house so as to give me something 
i Ge .s*s «.”” 


“March 29, 1933. 

“Your Majesty.

“God Knows, it is bad enough to 
be born in any circumstances, but to 
be deprived of any means of a living 
just because it is royalty is intolerable, 
and, God only knows, I have had my 
suffering. 

“IT hope the Royal Family will be 
content at last with their handiwork. 

“Il will make every effor to let the 
world see the Royal Family in their 
true colours before the end of it.’’

Mail Carrier 


Mrs. Mona Galbraith 
of Mooringsport, Louisiana, 
Has the Only Job of Its Kind.

MOORINGSPORT, Leuisiana. 
HE unique distinc- 
tion of being the 
Only woman mail 
carrier in the Unit- 
ed States who cov- 
ers her route en- 
tirely by water be- 
longs to Mrs. Mona 
_~ yy Galbraith, 28 years 
old, who lives with 
her two children here in Mooringsport, 
on the banks of Caddo Lake. 

On sx days a week, Mrs. Galbraith 
loads a bulky mail bag into her cabin 
boat, tunes up the motor and sets off 
on a 40-mile voyage around the lake, 
threading her way among the duck 
blinds and oil derricks and placing the 
mail parcels for her ‘“‘customers’’ in 
boxes nailed to trees or poles extend- 
ing out over the water's edge. She has 
had the route four years now and hes 
missed carrying the mail only one day. 
That was in December, 1932, when the 
lake froze over. 

It was one of the few occasions in 
recent years when Caddo Lake had 


enough ice on it to stop a motor boat. 
This mail route is of the so-called 
‘““‘star route’ class; that is, one award- 
ed by the Government on a contract. 
Mrs. Galbraith’s husband bid it in sev- 
eral years ago, and when the couple 
were divorced she took over the re- 
sponsibility of seeing that the mail 
got around. Now she is so much at- 
tached to the job that she is beginning 
to worry about expiration of the con- 
tract. The contract will run out pret- 
ty soon and she ien't sure she is going 
to be able to get it back. She wants 
to keep it, not only because it helps 
her to make a living for herself and 
her two children, she says, but also 
because she “‘loves the lake.’’ Riding 
over a 4(-mile route in a motor boat 
every day is her idea of “really living 
and enjoying life.”’ | 
But her job involves more than 
merely riding over a lake. It involves 
dang. rs which most women would not 
consider compatible with enjoyment of 
life. During the duck hunting season 
the air is full of flying lead along that 
south bank, where the hunters’ blinds 
ure thick and where her route takes 
her in and out of coves and around 
sudden bends.

A third avenue of investigation 
pointed westward to Pennsylvania, 
Marion Smith’s home State, where evi- 
dence seemed to show that she knew 
a great deal about a mob of hoodlums 
who specialized in the smelly profes- 
sion of inducing young women to fly 
from their drab coal-field surround- 
ings, to be sold for what they would 
bring in the larger centers of civiliza- 
tion. This is sometimes known as the 
“white slave’ racket. 

Still a fourth possibility was that 
of mere robbery. The authorities con- 
sider this the least likely, despite the 
fact that $350 was taken from the 
apartment. Such a sum, it is pointed 
out, might not be viewed with con- 
tempt even by a man originally bent 
solely on murder. Moreover, the rela- 
tively undisturbed condition of the 
apartment seemed to indicate that the 
murderer was someone with ‘whom the 
woman had been conversing as an ac- 
guaintance. 


HAT, in brief, is the outline of 

New York’s latest ‘butterfly’ 

murder. Where it will lead no- 
body knows. The late Dot King (d. 
1923) and Louise Lawson (d. 1924) 
were early murder victims of 
this type, still mysteries, if anyone 
cares to thumb over the yellowing 
files. The late Vivian Gordon was 
garroted and tossed from an automo- 
bile in 1932, the day before she was 
to have appeared before Samuel! Sea- 
bury and ‘“‘tell all’’ about many men in 
high places. The boldness of this mur- 
der, queerly enough, since the wom- 
an was a tawdry extortioner, was one 
of the strongest stimuli to the wave 
of reform that put the present city 
administration in power. Vivian Gor- 
don was a potential source of flaming 
information, and the public mind 
craved the ‘“‘lowdown,’’ which, in due 
course of time, it got from other lips. 
The late Anna Urbas, 1903-1929, was 
a somewhat different type. She was 
strangled, weighted and tossed in the 
Harlem River because word got 
around she had named the murderers 
of her sweetheart, the late Gene Mo- 
ran, a bodyguard of the late Arnold 
Rothstein. Moran was a victim of a 
“torch” murder. 

The theory of gang vengeance in 
the Marion Smith case dates back to 
the time “The Weasel” tried to make 
love, out of turn, to brunette Billie 
Curnow, Miss Smith's former room- 
mate, now somewhere out of range 
of questioners. ‘“‘The Weasel’s” real 
name was Joe Mortillaro. He was @ 
thug and more amorous than most, 
which is saying a lot.

He co-operated with 
common chiselers and mobsters, such 
as George de Perno of Brooklyn and 
Irving Leder, a Manhattan boy who 
fought in the prize ring under the 
name of John Dumaine until the horse- 
shoe was found in his glove. With a 
few other congenial friends, this group 
picked up a good, if precarious, liv- 
ing violating various sections and sub- 
divisions of the criminal code. Marion 
Smith and Billie Curnow got acquaint- 
ed with them in a night club where 
the ladies hung out, and friendship, 
in the case of Billie and de Perno 
ripened into an even closer friendship. 
Miss Smith avoided too great intl- 
macy, but knew whatever went on 
within the tight little mob. Miss Cur- 
now had an apartment of her own now 
and the crowd shuttled back and forth 
between the women’s places, tossing 
swell parties. 


NE night, according to police in- 
()rormation de Perno summoned 
the crowd to Miss Smith’s apart- 
ment to lay plans for a stickup job. De 
Perno had left Miss Curnow suffering 
from a bona fide headache and had 
thoughtfully arranged for the pow-wow 
elsewhere, as befitted his role of con- 
siderate Inver. When the clans had as- 
sembled and many floor layouts had 
been penciled and tossed away, de Per- 
no wanted to know where The Weasel 
was. Someone said that he stayed in 
Westchester, sick in bed. The plans 
completed, the conference broke up. 
Next day, de Perno learned from 
the lips of his love that The Weasel, 
supposedly ill, had pestered her for 
two @ours to run away with him and 
give de Perno, who was, after all, only 
a Brooklyn boy, the gate. De Perno 
was informed that The Weasel had 
been no gentieman. 

Whateter luck The Weasel had had 
heretofore deserted him now. Bliss- 
fully hopeful that Miss Curnow would 
be afraid to tell about his advances 
and that ultimately she might see the 
light and listen to his suave pleadings, 


The Weasel joined. the 
boys next day. There 
were drinks and a ride 
—just a crowd of good 
fellows taking the alr. 
Then abruptly, in the 
wilds of Van Cortlandt 
Park, Joe  Mortillaro 
was riddled with bul- 
lets and dumped. That 
was on December 17, 
19232. Although the 
‘riders’ were unconnect- 
ed, it was recalled that 
the spot was less than 
half a mile from where 
the body of Vivian 
Gordon had been found 
a few months earlier. 


-Phe murder of The 
Weasel split up the 
clique. Along in Feb- 
ruary the crowd heard 
that Billie Curnow and 
Marion Smith had 
spilled everything to the Bronx Dis- 
trict Attorney in whose jurisdiction 
the Mortiliaro murder fell, since Van 
Cortlandt Park is in that borough. 
Immediately there vis a grapevine 
hunt for the women, but they had been 
too fast. Miss Smith and Miss Cur- 
now were safe in the Bronx County 
Jail, staying voluntarily as material 
witnesses. And the police clamped 
down on de l’erno and Leder, charg- 
ing them with the murder. Two others 
escaped the dragnét. 

The material witnesses read their 
love story magazines behind bars the 
rest of the winter, and through the 
spring and summer and fall, and into 
the current winter, almost until 1934. 
Adjournments were granted to voluble 
lawyers and the prosecuting authort- 
ties themselves were willing to wait, 
in the hope of enaring the men who 
escaped. But de Perno and Leder, 
afraid of what the women might tell, 
asked for permission to enter pleas of 
guilty to lesser crimes than murder, 
and a bargain was arranged. 

De Perno was permitted to plead

guilty to second, instead of first, de- 
gree murder. County Judge James M. 
Barrett sentenced him to from 20 years 
to life. Leder was allowed to plead 
guilty to assault. He got five years. 

Freed from the Bronx County Jail 
and paid $250 by the State, without 
even having had to testify, Billie Cur- 
now wisely made an exit from New 
York. Marion Smith boldly went back 
to her old apartment, paid a month's 
rent in advance and traipsed once 
more among the familiar Broadway 
haunts. Many nocturnal visitors, some 
strange and extremely nérvous, passed 
her threshold. Money rolled in fast 
and was spent as quickly. Tinsel dolls, 
the kind sold by cigarette girls in the 
hot spots, cluttered up the apartment. 
The Smith woman was “‘in the money.” 
But she was also “on the spot,” a 
neighboring tenant suggested one day. 

“I told her that while she was 
away one night some awful tough 
mugegs called,”’ the neighbor related to 
police. “She laughed and said: ‘Oh, 
I know what I'm doing, and I know 
how to take care of myself. The gentle- 
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men who come here are all right.’ ”’ 

The same inquisitive neighbor said 
that very night she heard a man's 
voice in the Smith apartment shout- 
ing: “You haven't got long to live, ba- 
by,”’ and the woman laughing in reply. 

Three mornings later the ice man 
came upon her as the rising sun crept 
across her distorted face. 

On a table lay a package of toys 
tagged with a card bearing the name 
“John.” Police later learned that this 
was a 7-year-old son. Marion Smith, 
born Margie Pilaski, had married John 
Crioshock, a Shenandoah, Pa., miner, 
and left him three years before. 

“I saw her last October when she 
came out to visit the kid,’ Crioshock 
said when police summoned him to 
New York. “She looked all right then.’’ 
The miner was sullen, but his eyes 
were slightly swollen. He appeared to 
be about 30 years old. He said noth- 
ing when informed of the lapse of the 
sinall insurance policies his estranged 
wife had kept up for him and the 
child. 

Then events took another turn. In 
Pottsville, Pa., Lewis G. Buono, Chiet 
of Schuylkill County Detectives, de- 
clared that Marion Smith's sister, 
Florence, had been murdered more 
than a month before in New Jersey. 
She also knew too much.

Olga Gazinsky, wherever she

“Back in October, 1930. we arrested 
the sisters in a roadhouse tn Schuy!- 
kill County in a drive on a white slave 
ring operating in Easton and Reading, 
Pennsylvania, and in Jersey and New 
York.

“When they got out of the work- 
house, Margie went to New York and 
Florence to Atlantic City, where she 
became a night club hostess.

Jersey, where they met “Cowboy” 
Wallace and John Zukorsky.’’ 

While they were drinking in a ho- 
tel, four men broke into the room and 
kidnaped Wallace and Zukorsky. 
Driving a few miles from town, the 
pair were stood up against a tree and 
mowed down with bullets. Wallace 
died, but Zukorsky was only left for 
dead. He crawled back to the road 
and a motorist took him to a hospital 
in Camden. Here Zukorsky pleaded 
with the police to find the “two good 
dames and protect them. 

The girls read of. Zukorsky’s sur- 
vival later and started from Atlantic 
City to visit his bedside. On the way 
they, too, were kidnaped, murdered 
and buried in shallow graves near 
Downington. The fingerprints of Oiga 
Gazinsky, dead in Downington, New 
Jersey, and of Marion Smith, dead in 
New York, tally perfectly with those 
taken in 1930 of Florence and Margie 
Pilaski, according to Buono.

Marion Smith as “a small-town gir! 
who came to New York and met the 
wrong people.”

No, I meant 15; just 15 years had 
passed since I last visited the United 
States. WhenysI left New York in the 
late summer of 1913, Wall Street was 
still borrowing money in London and 
“J. P. Morgan & Co.” was still only 
the name of a banking firm, not the 
Taj-Mahal of the Western world. I 
was not afraid of changes. The more 
the merrier. I was afraid of myself. I 
doubted my ability to fit into the piec- 
ture of the new America. Judging by 
the hard-drinking young women I used 
to meet around Paris and Biarritz, 
since the war the Americans had taken 
what they considered a step forward 
but what looked to me to be a step 


ro 


backward, right into the past of pre- 
war Europe. Midwestern accents in 
the Ritz bar, diecugesing Proust and 
Freud, made me think of Russia in the 
early 1900s. It was saddening to re- 
alize that the robust viciousness of the 
America I had known and admired had 
given place to the sickening self-con- 
sciousness of an hysterical idealiam. 

I learned a lot. I met America and 
it changed my former estimate of the 
empires. I used to reproach my rel- 
atives for their haughtiness, but I had 
never really known snobbishness until 
I tried to seat a resident of Brookline. 
Massachusetts, and a Fifth avenue mil- 
lionaire at the same table. I used to 
be appalled by the unlimited power 
of the man on the throne, but even 
the most ruthless of all autocrats, my 
late father-in-law, Emperor Alexander 
III, seemed is- 
tinctly shy and full 
of scruples when 
compared with the 
dictators of Gary, 

Indiana. I used to 

blush at the 

thought of the bar- 

baric treatment re- 

served for the na- 

tional minorities in 

Imperial Russia, 

but that was be- 

fore I read the ad- 

vertisements in the 

New York newspapers soliciting the 
services of ‘“‘Gentile’ office boys. I 
used to say that the habit of blam- 
ing their governments for each and 
every ill had cost the Europeans their 
place in the sun, but then I witnessed 
the grewsome spectacle of 120,000,000 
Americans booing their President and 
clamoring for a miracle. 

I was not disappointed: the discov- 
ery of truth, any truth, is invariably 
fascinating. But I did become less 
bitter in my denunciations of Furope. 
The 3500 miles of the Atlantic that 
appeared to be a frightful lot of water 


-in the days of my youth dwindled to 


the size of a narrowish pond, with the 
people on both sides closely resem- 
bling each other in petty virtues and 
dominant vices, in the abandon of 
their hysteria and the recklessness of 
their hatreds.

The church in Grand Rapids, my 
first lecture engagement, was packed. 
The minister said there were 850 peo- 
ple in the audience, but to me they 
looked like 850,000. Never in my life 
was I so frightened. When the min- 
ister said: ‘‘I have the great honor to 
present to you Grand Duke Alexander 
of Russia,’ my hands began to trem- 
ble and my throat was dry. I got up 
and was about to cross toward the cen- 
ter of the platform when I suddenly 
heard the opening bars of the Russian 
National Anthem and saw my audi- 
ence rise to their feet. I stood aghast. 
For the first time in 11 years I was 
listening to that melody. 

My secretary told me afterward 
that I went deathly pale. Personally 
I remember nothing. Sometimes I 
think I must have fallen asleep in my 

room in New York 

and dreamt that I 

was lecturing in the 

New Baptist Church 

in Grand Rapids. 

The local papers 

said that I talked 

“in a clear, melodi- 

ous voice, never 

showing an inkling 

of emotion or bit- 

terneas.’ I doubt it. 

I have delivered 

66 lectures more 

since that day. In 

churches, universities, women's clubs 

and private houses. I never disputed 

terms, place or time, insisting on just 

one clause in my contracts: that the 

Russian National Anthem must not be 

played before, during or after my lec- 

tures. It is easy to live through the 

suicide of an empire. It is deadly to 
hear its voice 11 years later. 

When I met Henry Ford in his 
Dearborn domain, the depression -was 
still young and not all of the great 
reputations dead. He was still revered 
as America’s major prophet, as a 
genius who had discovered the secret 
of perennial economic bliss. * 

My anticipation was keen. To me, 
as to most Europeans, he was a sym- 
bok, a legend, the coat of arms of the 
United States. I have always envied 
America her possession of Henry Ford. 
it seemed to me that the tag of na- 


tionality of the Man of Dearborn was 
helping the world at large to reach a 
clearer conception of the full meaning 
of the term ‘“‘American.”’ Perhaps be- 
cause no other country has ever pub- 
licized its representative citizens to 
such an extent, a Frenchman, an En- 
gliishman or a Russian does not create 
in the mind of a foreigner an immedi- 
ate association with one particular 
name. But an American. . This 
never fails: in 99 cases out pf 100 it 
evokes the image of Henry Ford. A 
peasant in far-away Siberia may pro- 
fess his ignorance of the identity of 
George Washington, but he will be cer- 
tain to remember the name of that odd 
contraption which plows its way 
through the dust and mud of the coun- 
try road. This being the case, it is 
only logical that the future of the 
Russian peasant should jnterest Henry 
Ford. He began our conversation by 
asking what I thought of the American 
“‘possibilities’’ in Russia. I answered 
that I considered them quite excellent, 
but that the American manufacturers 
had failed so far to compete success- 
fully with the aggressive salesmanship 
of the Germans. 

“But the money,” said Ford: “have 
they got the money?” 

“No,” I admitted, “there is no mon- 
ey in present-day Russia, but there is 
and always will be a stupendous 
wealth of raw materials. I suppose 
you know it better than I do.”’ 

“I don't,” he said, with almost 
childish stubbornness. “All I know 
is that they haven't got the money. 
The General Electric people sold them 
some stuff and I hear they are having 
a pretty tough time trying to collect.” 

I felt amused. There was I, a man 
Outlawed by the Soviet Government, 
fighting the cause of Communistic 
Russia against Henry Ford. 

“How are you going to surmount 
this crisis," I asked him next, “if you 
continue to neglect the potential larg- 
est market of the world?

what he used to call ‘‘cab-driver 
French.’ He came to know many 
people of the poorer districts— 
the respectable poor and under- 
world characters as well.

Noble. did his share of cavort- 
ing as a Bohemian of the Latin 
Quarter.

world, and rejected them as 
unsuited to him. After study- 
ing at the Academy des Beaux 
Arts and in Brussels he was 
still groping. Then he went 
to Brittany and began to paint 
its fisher-folk—and to work 
as a fisherman. When he left 
Brittany some years later, he had 
“arrived.” 

The picture that signalized No- 
ble’s arrival was “The Benediction 
of the Sea,"’ a portrayal of ao tra- 
ditional ceremony of the Breton 
peasants. Before the work was 
done the artist ran out of paint. 
A paint dealer let him have on 
credit enough material to finish 
it. When the painting was exhib- 
ited in Paris he was recognized as 
an artist of distinctive power, and 
people began to say that he paint- 


ed the sea as no one else had ever 


done. 

Before leaving Brittany Noble 
maftied Miss Amelia Peiche of 
Strasbourg, France. They were 
living in Picardy when the World 
War began. With troops moving 
into the district, they hastened to 
London and spent the war years 
there.

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resort to resort in Europe, and 
another story Says she was killed 
in France while hunting wild 
boar. 

The New Orleans newspapers of 
the time dealt furiously with the 
affair, speaking of Madame La-

But even more damaging to the 
legend are documents brought to 
light by CWA workers. Records of 
the Council of Municipality No. 1, 
New Orleans, show that in 1848 
and 1849, Delphine Lalaurie, in- 
stead of hiding in France, was in 
New Orleans, and was freeing a 
slave named Orestes, who was 
granted permission to remain in 
Louisiana after his emancipation. 
If she was a fugitive from justice, 
why, it is asked, was she in suf- 
ficiently good standing with the 
Mayor and Council of New Orleans 
for her emancipation petition to 
be granted? Other legal records 
of 1849 show her property rights 
in Louisiana were undisturbed—a 
strange thing for a person charged 
with a capital crime in that day 
and place. 

Other records turned up by the 
CWA research throw some signifi- 


cant light on Montreuil’s role as 
chief accuser of Madame Lalau- 
rie. They show that a large part 
of the fortune left by Montreuil’s 
father eventually fell into the 
hands of the widow of Montreuil’s 
brother. She was born Monette 
Macarty, and was a kinswoman of 
Delphine Lalaurie. It is not dif- 
ficult to believe that he detested 
the whole Macarty tribe, and that 
this feeling was not softened by 
observing the splendor and gaiety 
of the entertainments given at the 
house of his neighbor, Madame 
Lalaurie, nee Macarty. Such a sit- 
uation might account for rumors 
detrimental to Madame Lalaurie, 
for the accusations after the fire, 
and even for newspaper accounts 
which were so vindictive as to 
arouse suspicion now that they 
were inspired by some personal 
enemy of the woman agsailed, 


ony at Provincetown, Massachu- 
setts, and made occasional trips 
to Kansas.

The foregoing series of remark- 
able letters was first made pub- 
lic when Haddon was given a pre- 
liminary hearing in the Bow 
street police court, a few weeks 
previous to his commitment for 
trial at the Old Bailey. 

While the Crown regarded the 
first two letters of Haddon as 
menacing, it was not certain that 
they came within the statutes con- 
cerning blackmail, but when the 
would-be-nephew of King. George 
wrote his third letter, bearing the 
date of May 9, 1933, he blundered 
most grievously. The words, ‘‘Ex- 
cept as stated in my letter of yes- 
terday'’s date,’’ concern the alter- 
native which he said he must take 
-—not suicide, but the other alter- 
native, namely to get money from 
his backers. lt was this partic- 
ular missive that resulted in Had- 
don’s committal for trial. 

Though Haddon had been writ- 
ing letters to King George 


throughout a period from March 


to November, inclusive, he was not. 


taken into custody until the mid- 
dle of the latter month. When 
arrested by Chief Inspector Albert 
Foster, of Scotland Yard, Haddon 
is reported to have said: 

“This is the only thing I want- 
ed. I don’t see why I should be 
hounded about for being the il- 
legitimate son of the Duke of 
Clarence. I don’t deny writing 
the letters.’’ 

When arraigned in the police 
court, Haddon observed: 


has been made against me. I 

have only tried to live as an 
honest man. It has been thrown up 
to me since I was a kid. In India 
I used to get it from all the white 
children; the only sympathy I got 
was from natives and Eurasians. 
I have had to leave jobs through 
it. I had to leave the Imperial 
Maritime Customs. When I got 
promotion it was thrown up 
against me.” 

During the preliminary hearing, 
the 45-year-old London engineer 
admitted that he had not only 
sent many letters to King George,

but that he had also posted more 
than 250 communications to oth- 
ers, including Prime Minister 
MacDonald and members of both 
the Commons and House of 
Lords. 

Chief Inspector Foster said 
when Haddon was arrested at his 
lodgings in Compton road, Isling- 
ton, a search revealed many post- 
ers in readiness for the decoration 
of sandwichboards. 

Featuring the trial at the Old 
Bailey was a transcript of the po- 
lice court proceedings. Haddon’s 
arrival at London’s famous old 
temple of justice created quite a 
stir, for in his wake followed sev- 
eral women, each of whom he 
kiseed before entering the dock. 
Haddon, who is a powerfully- 
built six-footer of charming man- 
ners, is said to be popular with 
women, yet he has never been in- 
volved in a scandal of any sort. 
Throughout his difficulties with 
the Crown his fiancee, Miss Helen 
Murray, a graduate of a London 


hospital, has been his loyal friend 


and defender. She is believed to be 
the unnamed woman who financed 
the cost of his defense. 

After Haddon uttered the plea,

“Guilty under extreme provoca- 
tion,”’ Justice Charles assumed 
the role of a friend and offered 
the accused some salutary advice 
as to his future conduct. The Old 
Bailey jurist counseled the de-

“this maggot preying on your 
mind,” the court called it—that 
he was the illegitimate son of the 
Duke of Clarence. 


HE Justice told Haddon he 
was going to be given a sus- 
pended sentence because, 
among other reasons, ‘‘the person 
against whom these intolerable 
threats were made as through 
the Attorney-General expressed 
a desire to be in no way 
vindictive.’’ 

‘You are a man of enough hon- 
our to comply with the court's or- 
der. If you let that maggot re- 
main in your brain working, there 
will be only one dismal end, I am 
sure. So do use your strength 
and put it aside and crush it,” 
said Justice Charles, ‘unless you 
wish to end in a madhouse. The 
sooner you depart from that belief 
you have been nursing the bet- 
ter.”’
